Soviet To Prove Spy Case 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—Sm aller nations in the U. N. 
Security 
Council 
challenged 
the 
Soviet Union today to prove its 
charge that a U. S. RB47 plane 
penetrated Soviet air space before 
it was shot down July I. 
Both 
Italy

Argentina 
warned the U S S R, it risked jolt­ 
ing world public

jecting an A m erican proposal for 
an im partial international inves­ 
tigation. 
Both 
expressed

skepticism of the Soviet story. 
The Soviet Union was expected 
by some U. N. diplom ats to cast 
its 88th veto to prevent interna­ 
tional investigation of the incident 
in which one A m erican flier was 
killed, three are missing and two 
are Sovet captives facing trial as 
spies.

Scientists don’t trv to speak of 36,000.- 
000.000.000.000.000.000 m i l e s in e a r t h 
term s. Instead, t h e y prefer the language 
of the universe, whicji refers to this dis­ 
tance as six billion light years. A light year 
describes the distance traveled by an im ­ 
age, at the rate of 1B6.00 miles a second, 
in one year. 
Thus, an object seen on earth which took 
one y e a r to project its im age h eie is 5.865, 
696.000.000 m iles away. A pretty far piece, 
one m ight say, but astro n o m ers have now 
delved into the heavens six billion times 
this 
distance. 
They 
have photographed 
light im ages which have been on ther way 
to this planet for six billion years. There is 
the distinct possibility that w hat was seen 
doesn't exist anym ore. 
A stronom ers are able to com pute fairly 
accurately the distance of each universe 
body their telescopes cap tu re by the color 
and intensity of the light. The farther the 
object, the deeper the color spectra. 
Dr. Rudolph Minkowski, staff m em b e r 
of the Mount Wilson and Mount P a lo m a r 
Observatories and a leading U. S. astron- 
m cr, has reported to the Astronom ical So­ 
ciety of the Pacific that lie identified a gal­ 
axy photographed by the Mount P a lo m a r 
telescope as located six billion light y ears 
from earth. 
Until now, the greatest distance believ­ 
ed covered by the P alo m a r telescope (the 
world s largest) 
was 
two 
billion 
light 
vears. The discovery that triple this dis­ 


tance can be witnessed literally opens the 
horizons for valuable universe expioia 
tion. This was the first evidence that the 
universe even existed as long ago a* six 


billion years. 
Scientists now expect to be able, with 
the aid of electronic light magnifiers, 
to 
increase their visibility still farther. They 
m a y even be able to project their sight to 
the ultim ate possible—twelv* billfon light 
y e a r s — at which 
point 
the 
expanding 
universe is traveling faster from earth 
than 
its 
light 
is 
traveling toward this 
planet. 
There is a limit, therefore, to m an s pen 
e l a t i o n of space But before he reach es it, 
he m a y witness the cosm ic explosion belie 
ved bv m a n y scientists to have been the 
beginning of the universe. Whether or not 
he is for tunate enough to reach the begin- 
beginning of the universe. Whether or not 
he is fortunate enough to reach the begin­ 
ning. the horizons he h as already opened 
will pro v ide m uch knowledge on the c r e a ­ 
tion of the stellar fam ily of which the earth 
is such a small part.
